This question had never been raised

When the matter 
wus put up to Judge Bell he held the 
licenses up for

then tile;l a decree in which the legal 
point raised was waived and the li- 
cense 
applican notified that 
if he 


so desired he could lift his license, 
but if he did so he would be doing- 
business at his own risk. 


The wholesale and brewery licen- 


ses were all lifted in accordance with 
this decree and the Dry Federation 
immediately appealed the matter to 
tho Superior court.
